Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Clyde  Muse,  who 
became  president  of  Hinds  Community  College 
in  1978,  Hinds  has  grown  into  one  of  the  state's 
largest  educational  institutions  with  15,589  stu- 
dents and  six  locations. 

Dr.  Muse  has  his  own  educational  roots  deep 
in  the  Mississippi  community  college  system  as 
a  graduate  of  East  Central  Community  College. 

His  progress,  traced  through  further  degrees 
from  Delta  State  University  and  Mississippi 
State  University,  and  his  years  as  an  educator 
and  administrator  in  the  state's  public  schools, 
to  his  being  named  Hinds  president,  can  be  seen 
as  an  inspiration  to  all  community  college  stu- 
dents. 

Not  only  is  Muse  an  example  of  what  young 
people  of  today  can  hope  to  achieve  but  he 
understands  their  educational  needs  and  their 
aspirations. 

Muse's  presidency  entails  not  only  the  day-to- 
day administrative  duties  pertaining  to  the  Col- 
lege, but  he  also  acts  as  a  liaison  with  the  state 
legislature  and  the  Hinds  Board  of  Trustees  on 
behalf  of  the  College.  In  addition,  he  and  his 
wife  Vashti  enjoy  another  aspect  of  the  job, 
which  is  to  serve  as  official  hosts  for  the  College. 
This  entails  sponsoring  a  number  of  functions 
that  bring  the  College  into  closer  contact  with 
the  community,  as  well  as  lending  their  presence 
and  support  to  student  activities. 

Muse,  a  leader  in  many  professional  and  civic 
organizations,  has  received  many  honors  for  his 
activities  and  achievements.  Since  assuming 
leadership  of  Hinds,  these  include  being  named 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  for  East  Central  Com- 
munity College,  Delta  State  University,  and  the 
Mississippi  State  University  School  of  Educa- 
tion; and  receiving  HCC's  3-E  and  Distin- 
guished Administrative-Non  Teaching  awards, 
as  well  as  the  Golden  Lamp  Award  from  the 
Mississippi  Association  of  School  Administra- 
tors. 

Muse  has  also  been  recognized  with  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Developmental  Educators 
(NADE) —  award  for  Outstanding  Support  to 
Developmental  Education  by  a  College  Admin- 
istrator/Public Servant,  and  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  Award  for  Distinguished  Service  to 
Youth.  In  2000  alone,  Muse  was  inducted  into 
the  Mississippi  Association  of  Coaches  Hall  of 
Fame  and  received  two  national  awards,  the 
Shirley  B.  Gordon  Award  of  Distinction  (Phi 
Theta  Kappa)  and  the  Distinguished  Vocation- 
al-Technical Education  Service  Award 
(National  Association  of  State  Directors  of  Vo- 
cational-Technical Education  Consortium). 

Though  the  presidency  of  Hinds  is  a  24-hour- 
a-day  job,  Muse  finds  relaxation  in  doing  some 
of  his  favorite  things  in  his  "off  hours  which 
include  jogging,  golf,  gardening,  and  spending 
time  with  his  family.

State  Auditor  Phil  Bryant  (1974)  was  selected  as  HCC's 
2000  Alumnus  of  the  Year.  He  is  a  past  president  of  the  HCC 
Rankin  County  Alumni  Chapter  and  past  vice  president  of 
the  HCC  Alumni  Association. 

After  receiving  his  associate's  degree  from  Hinds,  the 
Moorhead  native  earned  his  bachelor's  degree  in  criminal 
justice  from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi,  and,  in 
1998  received  his  master's  degree  in  political  science  from 
Mississippi  College. 

Appointed  state  auditor  in  1 996  by  former  Governor  Kirk 
Fordice,  Bryant  already  had  an  extensive  background  in  pub- 
lic service. 

In  1986  he  served  as  national  chair  of  the  Outstanding 
Young  Farmers  National  Awards  Congress,  and  was  chosen 
as  the  U.S.  representative  to  the  Tokyo  International  Lead- 
ership Congress. 

In  1992,  he  was  elected  from  Rankin  County  District  59  to 
the  Mississippi  House  of  Representatives.  There  he  served  as 
vice  chairman  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  and  also  served 
on  committees  for  conservation  and  water  resources,  Con- 
stitution, fees  and  salaries  of  public  officers,  public  utilities, 
apportionment  and  elections;  and  oil,  gas  and  other  minerals. 
His  legislative  accomplishments  include  authorship  of  the 
Capital'  Gains  Tax  Cut  Act  of  1992,  eliminating  capital  gains 
taxes  on  Mississippi's  investments,  as  well  as  aggressive  leg- 
islative work  to  reform  state  workman's  compensation  and 
reduce  the  tax  burden  on  Mississippi  businesses.

U.S.  Dept.  of  Justice,  the  U.S.  Fire  Academy,  Rutgers  Un 
versity,  and  the  International  Association  of  Arson  Inve; 
tigators.  He  served  over  four  years  with  the  Hinds  Count 
Sheriffs  department,  including  two  years  as  captain  in  charg 
of  the  criminal  investigative  division.  He  then  served  for  1 
years  as  a  senior  special  agent  for  the  INS  investigation 
bureau,  a  national  fraud  and  fire  investigation  agency. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  International  Association  of  Arso 
Investigators  and  has  served  three  terms  as  president  of  th 
Mississippi  Fire  Investigators  Association.  In  1993  he  n 
ceived  a  legislative  leadership  award  from  the  Mississipi 
Fire  Fighters  Association.  In  1995,  he  was  selected  Busines 
Champion  by  the  Mississippi  Business  and  Industry  Leadei 
Association. 

He  is  a  founder  of  the  Mississippi  Conservative  Coalitio 
and  is  past  president  of  the  Mississippi  Republican  Electe 
Officials  Association.
